hibition situation without gloves 
hero today and in by far the moat 
forceful speech he lias ever dellv- 


i crod on this controversial subject, 
declared thnt prohibition in 
the 


United States has come to stay, 
that people might as -well make up 
their minds to it and that it is up 
{to the individual states and local 
authorities to enforce it. 


If the states fail in this moral 


and constitutional duty 
to the 


, federal government,

1 them the government at great ex- 
pcnso will be compelled to create 
a national police that in the end 
will severely Injure state sover- 
eignty and eventually menace the 
well-being of the republic. 


Moreover, he served notice on

"I venture to predict that neith-

American Invasion Of Europe 


T 


HE invasion of Europe by Americans continues un- 


abated. Passports issued from May 1 to June 16 


totalled nearly 35,000. Rumors of wars and reports of 
unsettled conditions abroad probably restrained a few 
cautious travelers, but the majority of Americans who 
want to see Europe are determined to go ahead, come 
what may. 
It would be interesting to calculate the gross number 


of art gallery miles traversed by these tourists and the 
'net appreciation of old masters. It would be illuminating 
as well to estimate the total development and storage of 
interesting experiences for domestic consumption.

only slightly less fascinating statistical chase would be to 
figure how many times around the earth the smiles of 
European innkeepers would go if laid end to end. 


But, such 'statistics aside, the American invasion of 


Europe is a phenomenon worthy of notice here and 
abroad. Travel to the Old World is heavier than before 
the war, and a large number of those going now are 
making their first foreign voyage. 
Each one of these 


new travelers becomes in some measure a promoter of 
international understanding.
